SLOBODX identified photographs of hoth of the above 
after furnishing the Information belo^;^ although he stated 
that the photo of AHATOLI (IIY 100-8 10 02«1B1) was not a good 
one as it i^as obviously lauch younger than the YAKOVLEV of 
i944**1945f And the hair was not parted in the same way« Ha 
recalled the last name as -being YAKOVLEV and the wlfe^a

She stated that at no time did she 
ever furnish ESTHER RAND with any information which 
RAND v/as to furnish to SOBLE or any Soviet 
representative, and that ESTI-IER RAND never furnished 
her, MARTIN, with any information to be fui'nisiied 
to SOBLE for any representative of the Soviet Union, 
She added that ESTHER RAND never discussed with 
her the type information that RAND furnished JACK 
SOBLE, nor did HAND ever mention furnishin£S
